“Well, if some of these women were 
mothers of those children, what right 
did you have to arrest them?”

“As 
they were being taken to the station 
a mob of women armed with broom- 
sticks and clubs besieged the of- 
ficers, One Polish woman had 6 
baseball bat. 

“Ag to the arrest of women,“ con- 
tinved the captain, “I want to say 
that not one-half of the women who 
should have been arrested were. The 
women arrested were incited to w 
lence by their leaders. I know of a 
Syrian doctor in Lawrence who had 
no connection with the strike, whe 
asked for twenty-five men to go with 
him to throw themselves on the bay- 
onets of the soldiers to arouse sym- 
pathy for the cause.” 

C. F. Lynch, Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Safety of Lawrence, resumed the 
stand this morning. He firet told of 
having lent personal financial assist 
ance to parents who were persuaded 
not to send their children from Law- 


rence. 

“Did the city authorities and citi- 
zens make any effort to settle the 
strike?” asked Representative Hard- 
wick. 

“Yes sir; the city government com- 
missioners met with the Strike Com- 
mittee and tried to arrange a meet 
ing with the mill owners. The mill 
owners refused to 4 th the or- 
ganization, but would With their own 
men.“ 

The commissloner personally saw 
one riot, he said, about the mills. 1 
saw a crowd hurling rocks at the 
mills.”

Capt. Sullivan told of another om - 
cer who was stabbed during the same 
outbreak. Another method of the 
strikers to arouse trouble, he said, 
was the concerted plan of the strikers 
in flocking through the stores, passing 
in and out without buying anything. 

“They had our store-keepers in a 
state of terror and for some time 
business was practically at @ stand- 
still though the stores were not 
closed,” he said. 

Capt. Sullivan said children fre- 
quently were sent out of Lawrence by 
the strikers without the consent or 
even the knowledge of their parents. 
In one case, he said, two children 
were found wandering on the streets 
in New York after having been sent 
from Lawrence. He notified the 
Strike Committee and had it publistied 
that no children would be allowed to 
leave Lawrence without the written 
consent of their parents. The Strike 
Committee, he said, published a dec- 
laration that the “children were going 
to go despite Capt. Sullivan's orders.”

I want to say you will be taken 
care of by the authorities of Magsa- 
chusetts. 

NO VIOLENCE USED. 

“There were about 100 people there 
and all left but fifteen. To those who 
remained: “I don't know you people, 
but before you leave Lawrence, I want 
to know whether you are the parents 
or guardians of these children and 
where you are taking them.’ 

“T got no answer from any of them. 
In a few minutes these few children 
were gathered up and started for the 
train. I established two lines of po 
licemen and prevented them from go- 
ing to that train. We put them in the 
automobile truck and took them to 
— station. No one was clubbed or 

urt. 

“One fracas occurred in the truck. 
I ordered an officer to get upon the 
truck and as he did so a woman 
named Brown, pushed him back. The 
officer In the truck pulled her back. 
That was the only trouble.” 

The captain denied that there was 
any violence used and said he was on 
the spot all the time and that no 
soldiers were there with guns and 
bayonets. 

“Why were these women and chil- 
Gren taken to the station?” asked 
Representative Dalszell. 

“Because of complaints we had re- 
eeived before and because these peo- 
pes absolutely refused any informa- 


Sullivan also denied the testimony 
of Max Bogatin that he was stopped 
at the 1 of the depot.

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HANDS AND FEET FROZEN. 


Starving Trapper Is Saved from 
Death in the Wilds of Oregon by 
Timely Bite of His Dog. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
ESTACADA (Or.) March 6.—([{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] His hands and 
feet frozen as the result of five days 
and nights exposure in the mountain 
wilds, during which his chief food 
was raw cougar meat, and saved 
from death by the bite of a fox teré 
rier pup, W. A. Lamorie, a hunter 
and trapper, arrived in Estacada in a 
pitiable condition last night and is 
now in the home of his brother, 
David Lamorie, Delaware avenue, 
where physicians are working to save 
—4 frozen members from amputa- 


Lamorie and two companions had 
spent the winter trapping and hunt- 
ing in the mountains. Ten days ago 
their provisions ran out. The other 
two men started for Detroit, fourteen 
miles away, while Lamorie decided 
to come to Estacada alone. In the 
deep snow Lamorie lost his bearings. 
His scanty store of food, he 
carried, gave out and he starved. 
After three days of hunger he shot a 
cougar and subsisted on its raw flesh 
for two days. Then he fell into a 
stupor. He was aroused after a time 
by his dog, which bit his leg sharply 
and he began staggering onward 
again and finally found his way here.

Shares of Bonded Debts Incurred 

Before New Law Was Enacted.

The State today re- 
funded the second installment of the 
amounts due various counties and 
cities on their shares of bonded debts 
incurred before the new tax law went 
into effect. San Francisco 
$387.66; Los Angeles, $878.71; Sac- 
ramento county, $5629.44; Sacramen- 
to city, $2919.41. Nearly every county, 
city and incorporated town in the 
State received a portion of the fund 
that is being distributed. These had 
voted bond issues in years past, based 
upon all taxable properties in their 
jurisdiction, and when the new tax 
law went into effect the properties of

The bonded debt, 
however, is still holding on them, and 
the State refunds the proper propor- 
tion after collecting its taxes.

BEHIND CLOSED DOORS. 
As soon as the jury had been locked 
in its room and the verdict drawn up, 
one of the jurors took a typewritten 
paper from his pocket. This 4docu- 
ment set forth that the undersigned 
members of the jury which had ac- 
quitted Eugene E. Schmitz “recom- 
mended to the honorable Superior 
Court that Abraham Ruef be given 
his freedom.” 

The paper was a surprise to many 
of the jurors, and it was explained 
to them that their signing it would 
be entirely justified in view of the 
facts and the statement of the court. 
Many of the jurors agreed with the 
general purpose of the paper, and 
they the opinion that Ruef 
should not be longer kept a prisoner 
in the penitentiary. But several 
thought it would not be proper for 
the jury, as such, to return the docu- 
ment with the verdict, as Ruef was 
not on trial before them. For this 
reason it was not done, but the sen- 
timent was expressed, nevertheless. 
The Schmitz verdict was in accord- 
ance with the admission by Judge 
Lawlor that there is no evidence up- 
on which to convict, a statement that

“ARREST FOLLOWS DEATH.

tised extensively that he “specialized” 
in women's diseases. 
At 11 o'clock this morning the case 
will be set in Justice Summerfield’s 
court.

UNSTERILIZED “TOOLS.” 
Mead claims to have served in the 
Civil War and appears to be a man of 
considerable education in former days. 
But, according to experts who exam- 
ined his instruments, they were in @ 
frightful condition. The tools were 
found to be unsteriliged and laden 
with deadly germs, which accounts, 
say other doctors, for the rapidity 
with which blood poisoning set in 
after Miss Cross was operated upon. 
“This has been one of the most 
trying cases in my experience,” said 
Veitch yesterday morning. “I am 
anxious to shield the parents as much 
as possible. I feel sorry rather than 
otherwise for the young man, who is 
suffering terrible remorse for his part 
in the tragedy. Browne has worked 
very skilfully on the case and his 
methods have greatly aided Capt 
Fredericks, who instructed me to get

Browne declined to talk about the 
case.

TONG WAR IN INYO COUNTY. 


Inyo county has a tong war on its 
hands. The local immigration au- 
thorities brought down four Chinese 
yesterday whose apprehension was di- 
rectly due to hostilities between the 
tongs of the Lem Gim Yung and the 
Lew Ng Fung families. 

Years ago, back in the province of 
Canton, there was strife between 
these families and many melees oc- 
curred between them. Three years 
ago Lem Gim Yung slipped into Can 
fornia a Lew Ne Fung followed. 
Both ard Chinese laborers and under 
the immigration laws of the country 
have no right to land or remain here 
without certificates of residence. 

About four months ago, while the 
men were employed at the soda fac- 
tory in Keeler,. they accidentally met 
and all of the old hatred ot their an- 
cestors was aroused. Tung took a 
shot at Fung, nipping him on the 
arm. The assaflant was arrested and 
sent to the County Jall af Indepen- 
dence, where he served 100 days. 

His vengeance unsated, Fung re- 
mained very bitter against Yung and 
word was sent to the immigration of- 
ficers in Los Angeles that Yung was 
iliegally in the country. Inspector 
Nardini was sent north and took 
Yung into custedy.
